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Redeemer College One Step Closer to B.A.

Redeemer College is now very 
close to an answer on the ques- 
tion of whether on not it will 
receive full accreditation from 
the Ontario Government. The 
ability to grant a B.A. is the most 
important objective for the 
university. This recognition will 
also allow it to participate in 
many aspects of higher 
education on the Provincial 
level. 

In November, 1989, a study 
committee of the Ontario 
Council on University Affairs 
released a discussion paper 
which deals with allowing 
institutions like Redeemer 
College to apply for regular 
degree granting powers. 

Redeemer’s first reaction to 
the white paper was negative 
because the study committee 
advised against including any 
institution employing a 
‘religious test’. This changed, 
however, when the 
administration discovered the 
same phrase in the Charter of 
Wilfrid Laurier University of 
Waterloo, Ontario and what this 
phrase means. 

According to Vice-President 
Academic, Dr. Justin Cooper, the 
phrase is aimed at institutions 
with a denominational bias. The 
committee fears true academic 
freedom would not be present in 
institutions which require 
faculty and staff to belong toa 
specific denomination. 


However, Redeemer has never 
positioned itself as a"denom- 
inational college" and therefcre 
does not feel threatened by this 
condition. 

Unofficially, Redeemer has 
been informed that the Council of 
Ontario Universities will not 
oppose accrediting private 
institutions provided they receive 
no Provincial funding and 
undergo an external review to 
ensure academic standards. 


At the fall convocation on 
September 9th, Redeemer College 
received a grant of arms from the 
Canadian Heraldic Authority in 
Ottawa on behalf of the Crown, 
and Her Excellency, the Governor 
General. 


Kedeemer College is one of 
the first academic institutions in 
Canada to have its coat-of-arms 
granted through the new 
Canadian office of the Heraldic 
Authority. The former process 
required Canadians to apply to 
Her Majesty's heraldic offices in 
London or Edinburgh. 

The hand-painted document 


| called “Letters Patent’, depicting 


the coat-of-arms, and portions of 
the text of the Charter, has been 


Later this spring, the 
advisory committee will submit 
ite report to the Minister of 
Colleges and Universities. At this 
time it is hoped that he will direct 
his ministry to draft legislation to 
allow institutions like Redeemer 
to seek regular degree granting 
powers. 

Taking a "cautiously 
optimistic" stance, Dr. Cooper 
expects the Class of 1992 to 
receive the first official Bachelor's 
Degrees.

Thanks to gifts received from 
the current LIFT Campaign, 
Redeemer College was able to 
pay down its bank loans by 
one million dollars to $4.8 
million. 

If it weren’t for the large 
bank debt Redeemer must

To date, the Campaign, 
which began in August, has 
raised over $6 million for 
several purposes at the 
university. The LIFT 
Campaign will seek another 
$2 million for capital debt 
reduction over the next five 
years.

Greetings fellow Alum! 
Remember the Recreation 
Facility fee? It is the $100 fee 
designated for a swimming 
pool or another recreational 
facility which students began 
paying in 1986. 

Ground breaking for the pool 
was supposed to take place as 
soon as the new campus was 
completed, however because of 
the large annual deficits 
incurred by the university, this 
was never realized. 

Several studies on the 
feasibility of a pool or arena 
have been conducted by both 
the university and the Student 
Senate since the completion of 
the campus. The conclusion of 
each has been that sucha _ 
facility is impractical at this 
point in time. 

So what about the money, 
you ask? Well, I’m just getting 
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to that. 

This past October, students 
at Redeemer College decided 
that, retroactive to September, 
all of their Recreation Facility 
Fees would be designated to the 
LIFT Campaign. This will 
continue to be the case through 
the 1994 academic year. 

The university has assured 
students that recreation/athletic 
facilities wiil be a part of the 
next campaign to follow 
immediately after the current 
one. The university has also 
promised to match their giving 
in the form of a grant before 
construction begins. 

The proceeds (expected to be 
about $200,000) will go toward 
expansion of the Library and its 
services. 

I think the Student Senate 
and student body of the 
university have made a wise 


decision. All of us know of the 
shortcomings of the Redeemer 
Library despite the hard work 
of Librarian Dan Savage and 
his staff. 

Since the students made this 
decision, the Alumni Board has 
been thinking about doing 
something similar with the 
Alumni’s share of this fund. 
We are hoping to deal with this 
before the end of the academic 
year. But we need your help to 
do it. 

Just as students gave input 
into their Senate’s decision, we 
need your input for ours. If
